An investigation of the collapse 


last night ‘ag he carried forward|of an overloaded warehouse floor 


at the United States Seed Co., 100 
South Twelfth boulevard, which 
killed one man and injured four 
late yesterday, has been ordered by 
Director of Public Safety Raymond 
R. Tucker with a view to further- 
ing safety provisions at ware- 
houses. 

At the seed company, a section of 
the second floor pulled away from 
its supports, dropping tons of corn, 
and splintered ‘© lumber 
through the first floor, where the 
men were working, and on into the 
basement. ; 

The dead man was Albert T. 
Ashwell, 6333 Heege road, St. Louis 
County. A widower, he lived there 
with a son, a State highway patrol- 
man. None of the four injured was 
hurt seriously, although one re- 
mained today at City Hospital with 
a broken ankle. 

No Inspections. 

The accident served to bring to 
attention the fact that the city 
has no regular inspection of ware- 
houses, many of which now find 
their facilities taxed because of in- 
creased production resulting from 
defense orders, 

Tucker told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he had instructed Acting 
Building Commissioner Arthur T. 
Cochrane to investigate the United 
Seed Co. building collapse thorough- 
ly and report to him. 

“When I have received his re- 
port,” Tucker said,| “I intend to 
cohfer with Cochrane as to what 
can be done to further safety pro- 
visions at warehouses.” 

Points to Problem. 

Cochrane told a reporter he 
doubted whether periodic inspection 
of warehouses would be of much 
value. “You might inspect one in 
the morning,” he said, “and in the 
afternoon they might get a big 
shipment which would overload 
their floors.” 

There might be hundreds of 
warehouses in St. Louis overloaded 
as badly as the floor which col- 
lapsed at the seed company, Coch- 
rane added. 

After a conference today with 
Adolph K. Feinberg, real estate 
dealer and agent for the property, 
Cochrane agreed that use of the 
building might be continued, ex- 
cept for that portion of the south 
half of the second floor which did 
not fall in yesterday. Feinberg, 
Cochrane said, agreed to shore up 
the walls and floors around the 
hole in the second floor before the 
remaining portion of the south half 
of that floor would be used. 

Fire Chief Lawrence Cornoyer, 
who directed the rescue efforts of 
60 firemen and 25 policemen work- 
ing for nearly an hour and a half 
to extricate Ashwell’s body, told 
reporters the second floor at the 
seed company had been carrying 
a “terrific overload.”

STATE STRIKE LEGISLATION. 
Before the Legislature is a bill providing for a 
State mediation board and a “cooling-off period” in 
labor disputes in defense industries.

Washington Discusses Convoy Plans

Despite denials in lease-lend debate, officials admit privately that 
American warships will escort supply vessels if necessary, corre- 
spondent reports; general expectation is that it will be done, he 
says; plans being considered for using destroyers and bombers.

‘MARGIN FOR ERROR’ 
AT LITTLE THEATER 


Clare Boothe Comedy-Mystery 
About Nazi Consul Provides 
Enjoyable Evening. 


By COLVIN McPHERSON 


The killing of a Nazi congul, in 
Clare Boothe’s “Margin for Error,” 
put everybody at the Little Thea- 
ter in a very jolly mood last night. 
It was the first presentation of 
the comedy-mystery, a Broadway 
hit of 1939-40, in St. Louis. The 
play will have nine more perform- 
ances in the next two weeks. 
“Margin for Error” takes its in- 
spiration, probably, from Mayor 
LaGuardia’s act in assigning a 
Jewish policeman to guard a Nazi 
consul’s headquarters in New York, 
since it presents the same .situa- 
tion. Consul Karl Baumer, not 
only Nazi by a rascal in general, 
is the kind of individual, so fre- 
quently encountered in mystery 
stories, that everybody wants to 
kill. And everybody tries, appar- 
ently. Officer Moe Finkelstein, 
responsible for the life of the con- 
sul, has to figure it out, which he 
does before the other police get 
there. 

Miss Boothe’s comedy doesn’t 
pretend to be an accurate repre- 
sentation of what goes on in a 
Nazi congulate in this country. The 
lady simply doesn’t like the Nazis 
and she goes after them in the 
same mercilessly feminine way in 
which she satirized sleek members 
of her sex in “The Women” and 
the Scarlett O’Hara hunt in “Kiss 
the Boys Goodbye.” 

Embellished with stinging wise- 
crack and pointed ridicule, “Margin 
for Error” is justly hilarious, there- 
fore, whatever one’s attitude to- 
ward the European headache. Di- 
rector Gordon Carter has cast the 
play well, directed it efficiently 
and has provided a very handsome 
set in paneled brown and damask 
red for the interior of the consu- 
late.

FLOWER SHOW OFFERS 
WEALTH OF GAY BLOOM 


‘‘All-American” Gardens Are 
Central Idea of Annual 
Exhibit at Arena. 


For all that war in Europe has 
done to even such perhaps unim- 
portant matters as fine tulips and 
the like, spring in St. Louis has 
done its bit for the simpler kinds 
of glory in the annual Flower and 
Garden Show which opened today 


in the Arena. 

Holland’s surpassing bulbs are 
absent this year, but never before 
has the yearly show presented red- 
bud quite so gay, or dogwood with 
half the wealth of bloom. Even 
the homely Dutchman’s. breeches 
has becomeée.a thing to catch the 
most casual eye. 

What an atmosphere cleared of 
smoke had dome for the growers 
—who marvel that greenhouse glass 
actually remains transparent — is 
most markedly shown in the three- 
foot bearded iris and Dutch iris 
almost as tall, shown by St. Louis 
Seed Co. in the east building array 
of gardens. It’s not the first time 
irises have been “forced” for the 
show, but it is the first time it 
has been anything but puny. “Iris,” 
explained an expert, “takes real 
sunlight,” 

Those excellencies in the garden 
display are combined with a ma- 
turity reached only this year in the 
slow development of overall design. 
These “All-American” gardens—last 
year it was “Gardens of the World” 
—center in a mildly English 
“mall,” ‘where the entering visitor 
looks over three turf-bordered 
‘pools, through a pink vista of 
double-flowering peach to a pink- 
and-white azalea garden rising to 
an almost convincing “Blue Rudge 
Mountain” panorama.

“What shall and what can a peo- 
ple determined to keep out of war 
do? They ought to be constantly 
voicing protest against the possi- 
bility of convoys and patrols.

Louis Praises His Foe. 

Louis, with a big shiner under his 
leit eye, praised Simon’s gameness, 
declaring he was tougher than Pri- 
mo Carnera. The champion’s hands 
pained him so badly after he 
reached the dressing room that he 
was ordered to soak them in buck- 
ets of ice water. Louis said he was 
no more tired than usual after a 
championship bout, and that Simon 
never really hurt him.

-At the 
count of nine, however, big Abe 
dragged himself to his feet and, to 
the rurprise of the shouting specta- 
tors, began pumping tantalizing 
lefts into the champion’s reddening 
nose and left éye. 

To his credit, it must be said 
that Simon went to his finish game 
and unafraid.

Bomber Gets His Chance.

Engraved Forms

HEN any of my readers find 
an answer in this column con- 
fusing, or if it happens that 
one of my directions differs from 
an established custom in their com- 
munities, I shall be more than glad 
to print their letters.

We agree with you that “Mr. and 
Mrs. Blank request the pleasure of 
your cOmpany,” etc., is in best taste, 
but it is most embarrassing to con- 
cerns like ours, which have long 
been following an accepted form, to 
havé customers come back to in- 
form us, after reading your article, 
that what we sold them was in- 
correct. 

“The second concerns your sug- 
gestion to place the words ‘Poste 
Restante’ in smal] type in the lower 
lefthand corner of wedding an- 
nouncements followed by the ad- 
dress of the bride’s parents. This 
is something quite different from 
anything we have been advocating. 
For years we have been blind em- 
bossing the bride’s family address 
on the flap of envelopes, feeling 
that there must be many people 
who may not know her address but 
will want to so they can write to 
or send the bride a present. Will 


you do something to lessen our em- 
barrassment?” 

In answer to the first point, I did 
not mean to give the impression 
that this shorter form (which is 
customary in many localities) is not 
acceptable. The cost of copper- 
plate engraving is counted by the 
letter, and therefore when, as in 
Many cases, every item of expense 
is of importance, it would be inde- 
fensible to brand the shorter form 
incorrect. 

On the second point, however, I 
cannot (as a country-wide practice) 
find an excusing reason for em- 
bossing addresses on the flaps of 
wedding announcement envelopes. 
Presents are rarely given except 
by those who are invited to the re- 
ception and in this case the ad- 
dress of the bride’s family is al- 
ways given on the invitation to the 
house—either as the address at 
which the reception or breakfast 
is to take place or engraved under 
R. 8. V. P. 

If customers want to send ad- 
dress with church invitations or 
announcements, embossing the flap 
would be reasonable. The reader 
to whom I suggested engraving 
Poste Restante wanted to include 
@ permanent forwarding address. 
It was not meant to be general ad- 
vice but very exceptional advice 
since the bride was to be gone 
on a ‘honeymoon for months. 
Of course, if they had known wha 
their address would be in five 
months, they could then have sent 
the typical card of “At home after 
Sept. 1.”

Treatment of 
A Redouble in 
Bridge Contest 


If East in the above sequence, 
passes, he announces nothing other 
than the inability to take construc- 
tive action. He may have a com- 
plete blank. Hence, after a pass 
by East, West must take control of 
the situation, that is, unless he him- 
self can take seven or more tricks 
against a spade contract, he must 
rescue with a sult of his own. To 
boil this matter down, the pass by 
East in the above situation used to 
convey strength; now it is a weak- 


steps that East can take to re 
lieve the pressure on his partner. 
Consider the following holdings:

2.465 997532 $652 4763 
With hand 1, in the situation not- 
ed above, East should not pass, for 
the simple reason that West is like- 
ly to bid two hearts and thereby 
land in the worst ~possible spot. 
Holding a five-card club suit, East 
should grasp the opportunity .to 
make a warning bid, since obvious- 
ly West can bid over clubs with ei- 
ther hearts or diamo without 
increasing the contract. ith hand 
2, however, it would be unwise for 
East to take out the redouble to two 
hearts. West may be able to res- 
cue himself safely at either two 
diamonds or two clubs; a two-heart 
bid by East would only compli- 
cate the issue and, at best, force 
West’s rescue to come one level 
higher. Hence, with hand 2, East 
should take recourse to the “weak- 


ess pass.

West opened the 10 of hearts, 
and South won with the ace. A low 
club to the king dropped East's 
jack. This ominous sign of bad 
distribution put declarer on his 
guard. 

He returned a low club from the 
dummy, and East properly discard- 
ed a low heart. South won with 
the ace of clubs, and returned the 
10 of clubs. West played low, and 
dummy discarded a heart. East 
trumped with the deuce of spades 
and cashed a heart trick. Next, he 
switched to the king of diamonds, 
and dummy won with the ace. 

Only at this point did declarer 
judge that the time had come for 
trump leads. He therefore cashed 
the ace and king of spades, leaving 
East with the singleton queen. 
Then he led the nine of clubs, and 
the defenders were helpless. If 
West covered with the queen, dum- 
my would trump. Even though East 
could overtrump, South’s eight of 
clubs would be -high and South 
could take the rest of the tricks. If 
West did not cover with the queen 
of clubs, dummy would discard 
again and East could take his 
queen of spades whenever he liked, 
but never could win more than that
